SMUGGLING OF CHINESE. 
STEAMER LINE TO MEXICO. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Treasury Department 
has been informed that there is being 
planned upon the Pacific Coast a gi- 
gantic scheme for smuggling Chinese 
into the United States by way of Mex- 
ico. According to confidential informa- 
tion received by the Commissioner of 
Immigration, a steamship line is now 
being organized to run between La 
Encinada, Mex., and China for the sole 
purpose of bringing over Chinese la- 
borers. The department is not in- 
formed as to when the new company 
will start operations, or how often it 
will run its ships across the Pacific, 
but the officials at Washington are so 
much impressed with the importance 
of the plan that they are preparing to 
take extraordinary steps to thwart it. 

As a first step, the Secretary of the 
Treasury will recommend in his annual 
report that Congress make provisions 
for adopting the Bertillion system of 
identification for Chinese leaving this 
country and claiming the right to re- 
turn. This will prevent fraud in 
identification. The department will 
also, on account of developménts for 
bringing Chinese to Mexico, ask for 
additional appropriations of $300,000 to 
provide for better guarding the Mexi- 
can border. La Encinada, the Mexi- 
can end of the steamship line, is but a 
short distance south of the California 
line. There is nothing there for the 
Chinese to do, and in fact, throughout 
Mexico there is but little demand for 
them. So the intention of the or- 
ganizers of the new steamship com- 
pany are perfectly ate to the treas- 
ury Officials.

More Than Half of All the Govern- 
ment Bonds—Large Amount of Debt 
Wiped Out During the Fiscal Year. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The report 
of Judson W. Lyons, Register of the 
Treasury for the fiscal year ended 
July 30 last, was made public today. 
The most interesting feature of the 
report is an analysis of the holdings of 
loans, showing the number of foreign 
holders of United States bonds com- 
pared with domestic holders. This 
analysis shows that out of a total of 
$782,924,330 of bonds only $16,022,850 is 
held by foreigners, and of. this latter 
amount $12,578,000 is held by insurance 
gompanies, and is on deposit with the 
superintendents of insurance in the va- 
rious States of the Union. 

These deposits are required in order 
that the policy holders in the States 
wherein the companies do business may 
be secured from loss. This leaves the in- 
dividual foreign holdings of United 
States bonds, $3,444,850. 

The bonds most largely held by for- 
eign insurance companies are those of 
the 4 per cent. loan of 1925. The insur- 
ance companies of England, China, 
Scotiand and Sweden have on deposit 
in this country bonds of this loan to 
the amount of $5,617,000. 

The 4 per cent. funded loan of 1907 
is the oldest loan now extant, and at 
one time was quite largely held by 
foreigners. It is till the favorite for 
individual investors. Owners of these 
bonds to the extent of $5,940,450 are 
scattered over most of the countries of 
Burope, and also in other parts of the 
world. Insurance companies in Eng- 
land, Germany, Holland, Scotland. New 
Zealand and Russia hold $2,765,500 of 
the bonds of this loan, while the indi- 
vigual holdings amount to $3,174,960. 

Discussing the willingness of Ameri- 
can capital to invest in the national 
securities, the chief of the loans di- 
vision, C. N. McGroarty, says: 

“Not a dollar of the bonds issued to 
maintain the expenses of the Spanish 
War went abroad, and almost $100,000,- 
000, or half the amount issued, was in 
bonds ranging in denomination from 
$20 to $500, the small subscribers being 
given the first options. 

The anaylsis further shows that there 
are on deposit with the treasurer, in 
trust for the various national banks of 
the country, $428,145,980, and for savings 
banks, insurance and trust companies, 
$16,809,200: the lodges hold $836,640;: so- 
cieties have a total of $2,969,400, and in-

UNCLE SAM’S MINERALS. 
GAIN IN PRODUCTION. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The annual 
volume on the mineral resources of the 
United States for 1901, prepared by Dr. 
David L. Day of the Geological Sur- 
vey, has been sent to press and will be 
issued soon. An interesting feature of 
the report is a compilation of statistics 
showing the number of working days 
lost in strikes in the coal 
These figures include the t year, 
and are brought up to date. The total 
number of days lost for the present 
year is placed at 2,000,000 days, com- 
pared with 733,902 days in 1901, 4,878,102 
in 1900 and 2,124,154 in 1899. 
The report places the total mineral 
** of the country for the year at 
1,086,529,521, a gain of a little more 
than 2 per cent. dver the production of 
" gain was made in the non- 
metallic products and amounted: to 
$55,065,882, against a loss of $32,156,909 
in the metallic products. As heretofore, 
iron and coal are shown to be the most 


important of our mineral products. The 
value of iron in 1901 was $242,174,000, as 
compared with $259,044, in 1900, and 


the value of coal was $348,910,469, as 
compared with $306,671,364 in 1900. 
The value of fuels increased from 
$406,259,351 in 1990 to $442,395,304 in 1901, 
a gain of almost 9 per cent. Every va- 
riety of fuel increased in value except 
troleum, which showed an increase in 
quantity of 5,778,675 barrels, but a de- 
cline in value of $9,571,978, due largely. 
the report states, to the less valuable 
character of the increased product of 
the new petroleum fields, as compared 


with the older fields. 


Anthracite coal increased 9,021,207 
long tons in output, and $36,746,169 in 
value. The average price of anthra- 
cite coal per ton at the mine was $2.50, 
the highest figure obtained since 1399, 
and the average price per ton for bi- 
tuminous coal at the mine was $1.05, 
about 1 cent per ton more than in 1900.

A campaign of abandoned issues,” 
was the way Senator Beveridge de- 
scribed the present political contest. 
“In four months, said he, “issue after 
issue has been raised by the opposition, 
and deserted as soon as they were at- 
tacked, They were deserted because 
they were untenable, because every is- 
sue was not an issue in fact, but a 
fictitious pretense based on passion, 
prejudice and the unsubstantial foun- 
dations upon which the demagogue al- 
ways builds.” 

Continuing, Senator Beveridge said: 
“The day of passion in politics is past. 
The day when prejudice controls elec- 
tions is gone forever. It was a sharp 
fight and an earnest one against flat 
money; but the sound cause won. The 
storm of fear against imperialism dis- 
solved almost before it formed, and 
just so today the crusade of the op- 
position against organized industry has 
ended almost before its banner was 
unfurled. The opposition’s battle cry, 
‘destroy trusts,’ has died almost with- 
out an echo. It died because honest 
men and thinking men met that propo- 
sition of industrial annihilation with 
reason and the facts the instant it ap- 
peared.

THE SAMOAN IMBROGLIO. 


DECIDED IN GERMANY'S FAVOR. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—An inti- 

mation has been received here that 

King Oscar of Sweden, who is acting 

as the arbitrator of the issues between 

the United States, Germany and Great 

Britain, growing out of the Samoan 

rebellion of 1899, will decide that the 

facts presented to him in the briefs 
of counsel, which have been pending 
for nearly a year, warranted him in 
proceeding to assess the damages sus- 
tained by foreign residents of Samoa 
as a result of the landing of a com- 
bined force of American and British 
sailors and marines and the déstruc- 
tion of property incident to the en- 
sting fight with the rebels. By the 
terms of the treaty under which the 
three powers agreed to submit these 
claims to arbitration, the arbitrator 
was first to declare whether the Am- 
ericans and British were at all lable 
for damages, and if so he was to de- 
termine the amount of that liability. 

He has, it is understood, concluded to 

decide the first question in the at- 

firmative, though it is stated here 
that no official notice to that effect 
has yet been conveyed to our govern- 


ment. 

The next step is to fix the amount of 
the damages, and this must be done by 
King Oscar, on the basis of the facts 
now to be presented by the representa- 
tives of * governments concerned. 
The Ger claims are far 
the others, amounting to $103,918, 
while the American claims are $77,606 
and the British only $6385, There are 
also small claims of nations not party 
to the arbitration that may be in- 
cluded in the final judgment, 

It is not the amount of money in- 
volved in this approaching decision 
of the arbitrator that concerns the 
government of the United States, but 
rather the enunciation of a principle 
which, if accepted as a precedent, 
would be unpalatable and would so 
seriously restrict the assertion of 
American rights in foreign countries 
in case of revolution or rioting, jeop- 
ardizing the lives and property of our 
eftizens that it would amount to the 
total withdrawal of our protection. 
This cannot be admitted, and so it may 
be positively stated that while the 
United States government will ac- 
cept the arbitration loyally and pay 
damages assessed against it, it will 
absolutely refuse to be bound by such 
a principle or to recognize it as estab- 
lishing a precedent. Otherwise the 
United States government could be held 
liable for enormous damages in cases 
where it lands troops upon the Isthmus 
of Panama, resulting in a collision with 
rioters or rebels, even though the 
government is solemniy by 
treaty to preserve free tariff across t 
isthmus. For it is pointed out that 
similarly the United States was bound 
by a treaty in the case of Samoa to 
preserve the integrity of the native 
government, and it was in the course 
of an effort to discharge this duty that 
the claims were originated. 

If our naval vessels cannot interfere 
to preserve life and property in the 
presence ot a specific treaty, of course 
they would be still more helpless with- 
out a treaty, and they could not land 
marines in any of the West Indian or 
presence of a sepcific treaty, of course 


Central or South American ports 
without risking liability for heavy 
damages. These conditions will 


lead to the declination to recognize the 
decision as a precedent, and incident- 
ally to the submission of the next 
similar case to The Hague tribunal in 
the hope of another and different deci-. 


sion. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—King Oscar of 
Sweden and Norway has decided the 
Samoan controversy in favor of Ger- 
many, says a dispatch to the Tribune 
from Washington. This fatt became 
known on the return of Mr. Grip, the 
Minister of Sweden and Norway, from 
a long visit to his home. Minister 
Grip called at the State Department, 
but did not, of course, disclose the de- 
cision of his sovereign, which must be 
presented simultaneously to the three 
powers concerned. 
The Samoan dispute grew out of the 
concerted action of Rear-Admirai 
Kautz of the United States Navy and 
Capt. Sturdy of the British navy in 
leading a combined American and Brit- 
ish force at Apia April 1, 1899, for the 
purpose of making a reconnoissance 
and breaking up Mataafa’s supporters, 
who were in rebellion against the: 
recognized government, It was on this 
occasion that Philip Lannsdaie, the 
executive officer of the Philadelphia; 
Ensign J. R. Monaghan and two en- 
listed Americans, Lieut, Freeman and 
two British sailors were killed, Sur- 
geon Lang, now one of President 
Roosevelt's physicians, was the medical 
officer of the landing party. 
The United States ship Badger was 
promptiy sent to the scene, carrying 
an international commission composed 
of Bartlett Tripp. representing the 
United States, and Von Sternberg, the 
German commissioner, and C. N. Ein- 
ott, the British commissioner. Claims 
amounting to nearly. $30,000 were filed 
by German, French, British and Ameri- 
can residents on account of damages 
caused by the landing party. As the 
chiet result of the investigations of the 
commission, the tripartite agreement 
of 1889 was abrogated, the islands be- 
ing divided between United States and

Corre- 
spondence between the representatives 
of the three powers in Apia at the time, 
as spread on the records, was ex- 
tremely bitter and full of reflections 
on the integrity and honor of the na- 
tions concerned, and there were frank 
deciai ations that if the naval forces of 
the United States and Great Britain 
had not been supreme in the absence 
of German warships, a clash must 
have occurred which would have 
brought the United States and Ger- 
many to the verge of war.

Now, let me go on somewhat briefly 
to call attention to the attitude of our 
Democratic friends upon this very ques- 
tion of the protection of the industries 
of California. 

INDUSTRIES OF CALIFORNIA. 

The fourth plank in their platform 
Geciares that they denounce the policy 
of the protection of American industry 
imposed on the people by the Republi- 
can party, and they demand a revision 
of the tariff so as to remove all un- 
just burdens and to put trust made 
articles and necessaries of life on the 
free list. 

I assume, for the purpose of this. 
debate, that this means that they 
would put sugar upon the free list. It 
is not a reduction of 20 per cent. be- 
cause sugar is a necessary of life. We 
have a great deal of trouble in this 
campaign to find out here in California 
what are necessaries of life, because 
they distinguish between what they 
call necessaries and what are called 
juxuries, but there is nothing that en- 
ters into the family except four that 
coste us more and which we use more 
ef and which we use all the time, than 
sugar. Therefore, I ask on this Pacific 
Coast, as on the eastern coast, if sugar 
f= not a necessary of life. If that is 
true, then the beet-sugar industry goes 
upon the free list and while there is 


today a tariff of 1 cent and .685 of a 
cent per pound on sugar, our Demo- 
cratic friends say that 
should be taken off and that necessary 
of lite go on the free list. 

Now I will speak to this community 
about what this means to the sugar- 
beet industry. What becomes of these 
milis that are manufacturing beet 
sugar? What becomes of the farmers 
who are raising sugar beets? What 
will they do if the tariff is taken off, 


the 1.685 of a cent per pound? They 
would begin to rotate their crops from 
beet sugar to some other products, be- 


cause they could not raise beet sugar 
and pay the wages they are now pay- 
ing to their help and make it a living 
business. That would be the effect 
upon the beet-sugar industry. 

Now I think wool is a necessary of 
life. Woolen clothing in my country 
is a necessary of life, and woolen 
clothing is made from wool, but our 
Democratic friends say wool shall go 
upon the free list. There are two dis- 
tinct propositions they stand upon in 
this campaign. Democratic 
candidate for Congréss, when he is ad- 
dressing the people in this community, 
Say that he is in favor of putting sugar 
beets on the free list? Not by any 
means. Then he says sugar is a lux- 
ury, and is not included in this plat- 
form, which requires necessaries of life 
to go on the free list, and when he 
reaches a county where sheep are now 
being pastured and fed and raised, then 
I suppose wool becomes a luxury and 
is no longer a necessity. [Laughter.] 

WHAT ARE NECESSITIES? 

You have in this State citrus fruits, 
prunes and raisins, and they say that 
those are luxuries. I believe. there is 
a man running for Congress who said 
in connection with the beet-sugar in- 
dustry that there was a certain sec- 
tion of his district that was well cal- 
culated for the raising of beet sugar, 
and he make it, if he was 
elected to ngress, notwithstanding 
this platform that requires them to 
= the necessaries of life upon the free 

st, he was going to make it a sugar 
bowl.” I will go him one better. e 
Shntenty made it a sugar bowl, be- 
cause He created this vastly fertile 
soil, but the Republican party proposed 
to continue the tariff as it stands and 
fill that bowl with sugar. That is what 

propose to do. he bowl without 
the sugar would not be of any prac- 
tical value to the farmers that raise 
sugar beets. 

New, do they say that prunes and 
raisins are luxuries? For the purposes 
of giving a little mite of information, 
not to my legal friends who are here 
present, but t6 the members of the 
laity, I am going to read for a moment 
a definition given by the best legal lex- 
icographer who is known to the profes- 
sion by the name of Bouvier, and then 
we will see for a moment how our 
friends stand in connection with this 
plank in their platform and these im- 
portant industries in Southern Califor- 
‘nia. This is what Bouvier says: The 
term ‘necessaries’ is not confined merely 
‘to what is requisite to support life, but 
includes many of the conveniences of 
refined society.“ 

Now, I have discovered since I have 
reached California that prunes and 
raisins are not here conveniences of 
refined society. . They are food for 
aristocrats and ‘autocrats and pluto- 
crats. I want to say in all confidence 
to this people, while you ought to have 
here the sare degree of development, 
of civilization that we have in the older 
settled sections of this country, that 
where I live prunes and raisins and 
citrus fruits are conveniences of re- 
fined society, and that is the great 
bulk of society that wé have in my 
country; but in California, where they 
grow everywhere in prodigal abun- 
dance, here, forsooth, for the purposes 
of the Democratic campaign, they are 
not conveniencés of refined society. 
Only people who can indulge in dia- 
monds and champagne and other lux- 
uries can, in California, forsooth, have 
prunes and raisins. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] 

. TARIFF AND TRUSTS. 
The speaker devoted considerable 
time to a discussion of the tariff and 
its relation to the trusts. His point 
Was that there is a lack of correlation 
between the tariff and the trusts. The 
latter, he pointed out, are in no wise 
the result of the tariff legislation of 
the Republican party, but rather are 
the creatures economic conditions 
that are independent of the tariff. He 
elaborated his point with numerous 
illustrations. 

n closing, Mr. Littlefield said: 

. THEN AND NOW. 

The only thing we ask in this cam- 
paign and the only thing intelligent 
men desire, is a recollection of condi- 
tions as conditions existed from 1893 
to 1897. We do not want those condi- 
tions again today. Those were days of 
disasters in business, of bankruptcies 
and the very republig was in danger. 
Banks, railroads and institutions of 
that kind went into the hands of re- 
ceivers. Armies of the unemployed 
marched the streets. According to Mr. 
Gompers, the president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, 3,000,000 of 
men out of the vast army cof 6,750,000 
wage earners in this republic were 
without employment in 1893 and in 
1897, and today, in this vast republic, 
from the frozen North to the wing 
South, or the stormy Atlantic to the 
calmer waters of the Pacific main, 
there is no man in any city, in any 
town, in any village or hamlet or 
county, that cannot get work at a fair 
rate of wage. The de exc the 
supply. [Applause.] . 

In Sacramento the other night I was 
taken by the committee through that 
great historic record building, being 
preserved by the public spirit of the 
State of California, that great fort, 
which signalizes the history of Califor- 
nia. My friend said: “Here was quar- 
tered in 1893 1200 men.” And they were 
not men that were engaged in main- 
taining the honor and integrity of the 
flag and the prestige of the great re-

“The next House will be Repub- 
ican,” said Congressman Littiefield 
last night, upon returning to his apart- 
ments at the Van Nuys Hotel, after 
delivering the magnificent address at 
Hazard's Pavilion. “The Republican 
party will hold its own in the matter 
of Congressiona] representatives, and I 
have little doubt that we shall main- 
tain our majority of forty. It may be 
asked why we should not make gains, 
or at least why there should be any 
question about the return of these 
forty Congressmen, but it must be re- 
membered that this is an ‘off year,’ a 
seasor in which the people of nearly all 
States usually take 8 to pay 
off old political scores, especially local. 
At these times national affairs gener- 
ally are lost to sight, and the Repub- 
lican party always is the one to suffer. 

“The National Congressional Commit- 
tee is doing excellent service, tho 
and is sending speakers into every Ge- 
tion where the Republican majorities 
were somewhat close at the last elec- 
tion. There probably are sage twenty- 
five of these districts, and there are 
others where speakers have been sent 
as a matter of policy, districts in which 
local issues may make it appear wise 
to make a special effort to bring out 
the Republican vote.” 

“What about your contest for the 
Speakership? the Congressman was 
asked.

Chief of Arid Land Sur- 
vey inthe City. |} 


To Start Work in Three 
Great Valleys. 

Says Los Angeles Will Be the 

Metropolis of a Re- 
deemed Empire. 


A. P. Davis of the United States 
Geological Survey, engineer in charge 
of all government work in the reclama- 
tion of arid lands, is at the Westminster 
on his way to Needles, where the sur- 
vey under the national irrigation bil 
of the thirty-two townships lying south- 
ward along the Colorado River, is to 
begin on November 1. 

Besides this stupendous undertaking 
in Southern California, which is the first 
work of its kind to be taken up by the 
government, Mr. Davis stated yester- 
day that similar work of investigation 
is to be begun at the same time in the 
Gila and Salt River valleys, Ariz. 
“Government irrigation investigations 
are being conducted at present in al- 
most all the arid States.“ said he, yes- 
terday, “with a view to accomplishing 
the great work of national irrigation, as 
provided for by the new law. I am 
engineer in general charge of the work 


place to place, as I am doing now. 

“The work along the Colorado River, 
between Needles and Yuma, will be 
begun about November 1, and the in- 
vestigations alone may take two years. 
I expect to go to 
and help to get things „ 
Perkins is to have charge the field 
work. I will then go on into Arizona, 
where work is to be taken up in 


“If the report from along the Colo- 
rado is favorable to the irrigation 
plans, it will mean incalculable benefit 
to the city of Los Angeles. which will 
be the metropolis of this newly-opened 
empire of some half-million acres.

“There is already at least $38,000,000 
at the department's disposal, with 
which to, install irrigation systems, and 
the work will not be delayed, when it 
is once decided on. 

“We will have many obstacles to 
overcome in perfecting a system for 
the region along the Colorado, but we 
expect to perfect one in time, This one, 
the first, is a stupendous undertak- 
ing.“

HAD FRACTURED HIS SKULL. 


Henry Horne Died at the County Hos- 
pital Several Days After HaVing Been 
Found Drunk on Street. 


‘Henry Horne died yesterday at the : 
County Hospital, from the effects of in- 
juries received last Friday morning on 
San Pedro street, near Third. The 
cause of his death was a fracture of 
the skull, and the consequent hemor- 
* on the brain. 

ut 2 o'clock Friday morni 
two pedestrians found — lying — 

the sidewalk on San Pedro street, a 
short distance north of Third,. near 
where the railroad switch enters the 
yards of the Electric Feed Mills, owned 
by State Senator Smith. They spoke 
to the man, and he grunted some re- 
ply. A moment later Patrolman Rob- 
ards arrived on the scene and examined 
the man, who was found to be very 
drunk. His face was covered with 
blood and dirt, but he was not uncon-. 
scious. The policeman sent for the 
patrol 2 oy and the man was hauled 
to the Po Station and charged with 
drunkenness. On the way to the Po- 
lice Station, he was asked whether he 
had been assaulted. He replied several. 
times that no one had assaulted him. 
He said he was drunk; that he had 
been out with some friends, and had 
taken more aboard than he could 
carry. He had stumbled over some- 
thing on the sidewalk, he said, and in 
falling, his head struck something hard 
and he was unable to get up. 

At the Police Station he was taken 
into the Receiving Hospital, where his 
wounds were dressed, and he was then 
locked up, because he was not thought 
to be seriously injured, there being only 
a few small scalp wounds. The next 
day he developed fever, and was unable 
to go to court. As his fever increased 
he was sent to the Countv Hospital. 
There it was dicovered that in falling 
his skull had been fractured, and that 
inflammation had set in. Horne had 
evidently been a hard drinker. and this 
operat d against him, and made his 
condition more serious. He died yes- 
terday morning, after a long period of 
uncensciousness. i 
. The nature of the wounds led the 
County Hospital surgeons to believe]. 
that the man had been assaulted, and 
they so reported the matter to Chief 
Elton, who at once ordered an investi- 
gation. The arresting officer and others 
who had observed the case. made writ- 
ten reports to the Chief, which satisfied 
him that there is nothing to indicate 
that Horne received his injuries in any 
other manner than that which he him- 
self stated at the time of his arrest. 

Nothing is known about Horne. The 
police did not recognize him. but be- 
cause of the fact that he had asked 
whether he would be fined more than $5 
it is supposed that he had been arrested 
for drunkenness before.

AND TRUSTEE RESIGNS. 
— — 
Cheaper Gas and Other Public Utilities 
Sought, and Municipal League Recom- 
mended—Harvey Tired of Wrangling, 
and Grigsby, Too. |

POMONA, Oct. 22.—The mass meet - 
ing called for tonight to consider the 
proposed repeal of the ordinance fixing 
the price of gas at $1.75 a thousand, in- 
troduced in the City Council, was at- 
tended by a large and enthusiastic audil- 
ence. J. A. Gallup was chairman and 
E. E. Swanton secretary. D. 8. Parker 
was the first speaker and gave statis- 
tics to prove that gas could be fur- 
nished by the company at good profit 
at $1.75, citing the Los Angeles $1 and 
Long Beach $1.50 rate, and arguing 
that there is no necessity for the Trus- 
tees to repeal the ordinance upon rep- 
resentation of the company that it 
could not do business at the $1.75 rate. 
The belief was expressed that the 
Trustees wish to do what is fair. but 
‘that they are laboring under a misap- 
prehension. L. B. Tuller and C. J. 
Lorbeer spoke in favor of municipal 
ownership. 

City Attorney Loucks was loudly ap- 
plauded when he arose. He spoke first 
for John L. Means, who is ill, but 
strongly favored municipal ownership, 
and said that gas could be furnished 
here for $1. Then Mr. Loucks, who 
stated that he had given much time to 


ods, argued the legal right of the Trus- 
tees to fix gas rates, a point disputed 
by the company, and quoted the low 
rates of other cities. He also referred 


| briefly to the water company and more 


extensively to the high rates of the 
Edison Electric Company's charges 
here, giving statistics showing the 
much cheaper rates in Riverside, where 
the city owns the plant. He showed 
that the repeal of the gas ordinance 
by the Trustees, leaving the charges 
optional with the company, would es- 
tablish a precedent and give the elec- 
trie company opportunity to ask for 
similar terms, when its present con- 
tract wit hthe city expires. Represent- 
atives of the gas, water and electric 
companies were present, but did not 
address the meeting. 

A number of resolutions were flying 
A the room for a time amid quite 
a hubbub, but finally the following, 
introduced by the City Attorney, was 
unanimously adopted: 

That it be the sense of the meeting 
that the Trustees be earnestly re- 
quested not to repeal the ordinance 
re the price of gas, unless it 
be to uce the Umit of $1.75, 
fixed thereby. An amendment to this 
resolution, introduced by Loucks, was 
carried, requesting the City Trustees 
the advisability of  is- 
Maing bonds for the erection and owner- 
ship of a gas plant. 

President Steffa of the Board of Edu- 
cation, who was present, at this point 
warned the citizens not to forget that 
the city now stands in greater need 
of bonds for new school buildings than 
for a gas plant. 

though there was very general 
sentiment that the Trustees were try- 
ing to serve the best interests of the 
people, a resolution expressing confi- 
dence in the board, introduced by E. 
J. Fleming, was tubled. This may 
have been due to the fact that when 
Fleming had finished s ng, Loucks 
had reason to charge him with working 
indirectly for the interests of the gas 
company, and Fleming did not reply. 

This final resolution, offered by 
Loucks, was unanimously passed: That 
the committee appointed for municipal 
organization, be instructed also to see 
that the permanent organization of a 
municipal league be effected, and that 
a committee of ten be appointed to 
prepare bylaws for such organization. 
Another recommended to the Trustees 
that they fix electric-light rates upon 
the expiration of the present contract 
with the Edison company, with a view 
to reducing the rates now operative.

case of employments that are in them- 
selves unwholesome, ite apart from 
the circumstances in which they are 
followed. The work of sewing certain 
furs, for instance, is said to be in- 
7 because of the effects upon the 
lungs and throat of the floating bits of 
fur. Toll in a few other occupations 
still practiced by women is harmful in 
itself. But the work in the average 
factory or department store may have 
nething exceptionally unhealthful in 
it so far as the actual occupation is 
concerned, and yet be distinctly in- 
jurious to the persons engaged in it. 
For this there is a variety of reasons. 
BREATHING VITIATED AIR. 
Let us logk for a moment, in the first 
place. rot conditions under which 
such rk is pursued. The first draw- 
strikes the ordinary ob- 
‘er as being connectcd with it is the 
lack of pure air. No on’ whe has had 
to spend some time in 
partment store in the . “hop- 
Ping but will feel dispo © dispute 
this. Very few are there i: which the 
ventilation is at all what it should be. 
The crowds of customers that are com- 
ing and going from morning until 
night breathe the same air over and 
over again. in some shops vigorous ef- 
forts are made to introduce fresh air, 
but even when this comes it usually 
brings colds in its wake for the giris 
who stand bchind the counters. The 
buyers, in their street costumes and 
heated by exercise and the rush on the 
bargain counters, may not notice it. 
But the cirls, who must stay in one 
lace and who wear only ordinary 
use dress, are not so fortunate. They 
are elther too cold or too hot through 
most of the fall, winter and spring. 


In the factory the conditions are no 
more propitious. Here, too, the means 
of ventilation are badly managed. It 


may be that the science of ventilation 
is not yet fully developed, or the fault 
may lie with the employers, who do not 
make the most of whet methods they 
might secure. Whatever the case, 
thete is almost always one of two 
evils—bad. often-breathed, overheated 
air. or that which is too chill for the 
comfort or well-being of those who 
must endure it. Of the two evils the 
latter is the less. 
SEDENTARY OFFICE LIFE. 

The woman who works in an office 
may be more fortunate-#o far as ven- 
tilation is concerned. Her surround- 
ings are usually much pleasanter and 
her circumstances less painful. She 
does not have to stand for long hours, 
until she feels as though her back were 
splitting, her legs becoming atrophied 
and her heels coming out at the. back 
ef her neck,” as I once heard a liv

Too much sitting is as contrary to the 
normal life as too much standing. 

Yet this state of affairs cannot 
chan - Women must work, and they 
must do their work in the circum- 
stances in which it presents itself. 
They can hardly hope, in this stage of 
the world’s progress, that surroundings 
and conditions can be altered or even 
modified for so in siderable an item 
as improving the ith of employés— 
and women employés at that. For ev- 
ery one who drops out there are a 
dozen waiting to step in, so that one 
wonders sometimes -bitterly if the evil 
conditions which prev may not have 
a eficent effect in la aside -a 
certain proportion and making room 
for the others. 

This, however, is hardly the view of 
the woman who has herself or her fam- 
ily to support, and who knows that 
much depends upon her retaining her 
health and strength. She can afford to 
take no chances. She is lucky if she 
possesses the wisdom that leads her to 
appreciate this fact early in her ca- 
reer and to take steps for preserving 
her stock in trade. ; 


HOME WORK IS HEALTHFUL. 


The most natural and healthy life 
for a woman is probably that which 
she leads in her home. There she/has 
a diversity of employments. If she has 
the sense to direct her work as she 
should she can spare herself judi- 
cilously and do part of her work seated. 
Much of it must be done while she is 
on her feet. But other muscles are ex- 
ercised besides those of her legs. She 
develops her back and shoulders and 
arms in sweeping and scrubbing and 
making beds and washing windows and 
in laundry work and in kneading bread 
and making pastry. If she does not 
overdo matters in her zeal to keep her 
house up to the impossible ideal laid 
down for her by writers who know 
nothing of housework or by women 
who have small homes and iron con- 
stitutions, she has a fair chance of de- 
veloping herself in a tolerably sym- 
metrical fashion. That is, if she has 
the Judgment to get as much fresh air 
as the circumstances will permit and 
take a little time each day out of 
doors, or at least do a good share of 
her housework with the windows open. 

If this be then the most healthful 
and natural life—and_I shall be happy 
to hear any suggestions to the con- 
trary—it follows that the best that 
can be done by the woman whose work 
keeps her in other circumstances is to 
return to nature when she can. In 
other words, since her employment de- 
nies her this sort of life, she should 
bring into her existence as much as 
she can to develop herself along those 
lines in which she knows herself to be 
lacking. 

HOW SHOP GIRLS SHOULD REST. 

At the Tirst suggestion this may 
seem impracticable. But it is less dif- 
ficult than it seems. Take the case of 
the girl who works in a shop and is 
on hep feet all day. She may need 
nothing to exercise her legs or back, 
poor soul! or rather poor body; but 
she does need fresh air and calm. 


She is not the one who when her day’s 
work is done should put in her even- 


muscles and 


a close, ovetheated hall or 
house. It is quite possible that she will 
be too to walk home, even 
though her dwelling may not lie be- 
yond walking distance of her work. 
She generally hag the privilege, how- 
ever, of standing all the way home in 

e car she takes to save herself 
further exertion, It may be questioned 
if the walk in the fresh air, tired as 
she is, would not in the end prove less 
fatiguing than the transit homeward 
in the foul air of the packed car, sway- 
ing from a strap and jerked backward 
and forward by the motion of the trol- 


y. 

When she does get home, whether by 
car or on foot, she should have rest, 
and, if possible, in the air. If she can 
do nothing better, let her open her 
windows and lie down on her bed, wel! 
covered up. Or let her draw a com- 
fortable chair to the window, put her 
feet up, to rest her weary back, and. 
snugly wrapped up, breathe for a while 
a little pure air, relieved from the noise 
and worry that have surrounded her 
all day. A deck chair is cheap and it 
pays for itself many times in such 
service as this. In a city it is not al- 
ways possible to achieve the quiet for 
which one longs, but at least the noise 
is apart from one and is not like the 
rush and rattle that have surrounde 
the worker all day. 
RUBBER HEELS PROTECT SPINE. 

The woman who has been seated at 
her work has less difficulty in knowing 
positively what she needs. Decidedly, 
the walk home, if she can manage it. 
Sometimes the distances are too great. 
but even then it is well to walk part 
of the way and take the car thai ove.- 
takes. one, running the risk of having too 
stand for the sake of the good to bx 
won from the preliminary tramp. Ara 
while tramping is under discussion, 1 
is ‘worth while to say a govl word- 
ajihough many have already been sali 
— In behalf of the rubber ness. No 
woman who has ever used them would 
willingly discard them. The relief they 
give from the jarring of the heel upon 
the stone pavements is indescriba 
The women 
there are few women who are exemp\ 
from this suffering—know what it 
means to be spared the thump of the 
heel that seems to be feit through the 
entire length of the spinal column and 
to culminate in the pain at the back ot 
the head. Rubber heels cost only 50 
cents a pair, and they wear a long 
time. They are well worth the money 
even to the woman with a slender in- 
come. 

While walking and resting are both 
of zreat value to the woman who works 
indoors, they are not enough. She re- 
quires exercise that will exert other 
strengthen those upon 
which most strain is made. The woman 
who needs this cannot do better than 
to buy herself a good exerciser.” 
There is more than one of these on 
the market, and the manutlacturer ot 
each claims peculiar merits for his spe- 
cial product. This is not the place to 
discuss their respective values. Indeed, 
it would be hard to decide between 
them, and the woman who goes to a 
conscientious dealer in sporting goods 
can hardly fall to be directed aright 
in her choice of some appliance of this 
sort. 

DEVELOPING UNUSED MUSCLES. 

With the exerciser will come a book 
showing the different methods of using

Even when 
she is tired she can do what will bring 
other muscles into play besides those 
upon which she has made an unfair 
pull all day. There are other exercises 
as well as those that make a demand 
upon the legs and back in a standing 
position. For all of these the instruc- 
tions that accompany gn exerciser, be 
this what it may, will & sufficieat. 
USE OF DUMB-BELLS. 

With the exerciser it will also be well 
for the woman Sho wishes to take care 
of her health to buy a pair of duimb- 
bells. They should not be heavy. The 
light bells of a pound, or at the most, 
two pounds, apiece, will be all the av- 
erage woman will need. With these she 
should go through a variety of the 
exercises she must remember from ne 
calisthenics of her school days. If trese 
have slinned her memory she will find 
no difficulty in procuring advice fron. 
the sporting goods dealers. She will 
easily learn to stand with her arms ex- 
tended at full length at right angles 
to her body, in a line with her body, 
down at her sides or held high above 
her head. Thus holding ‘the bells, she 
can turn them to give her wrist free 
play and strengthen the arms, She can 
stoop and touch the floor with them on 
each side, rising to her full height be- 
tween each touch. This, which is known 
as the frog exercise among tratners, 
uses many sets of muscles—-as the 
a find out who goes tn for 
it too *klessiy at first. She will learn 
much the same thing if she carries 
to extremes the excellent exercise of 
rising on the toes with the dumb-bells 
held down at the sides, or out at arms‘ 
length. 

Moderation must be the practice of 
the woman who begins any or all of 
these things. She would not be a wom- 
an if she were not enthusiastic over 
any matter in which she is at all in- 
terested, and it is highly probable that 
she will go into her mild athletics with 
a rush. But mild as they are, they 
have in them great possibilities for 
producing lameness, and the woman 
who does not go slow at ‘first is likely 
to go lame for some days afterward, 
If she is stiff, that is all the more rea- 
son why she should continue the exer- 
cise, although always with a guard 
against overdoing. 


EXERCISE IN PURE AIR. 

One of the greatest benefits of these 
exercises is lost if they are taken in 
a close room. The window should al- 
ways be open while they are going on, 
no matter what the weather, Some- 
times it is necessary to begin with only 
a crack open to admit the fresh air, 
but after a few moments the worker 
is usually ready to widen the entrance 
for the outer atmosphere. Such exer- 
cise is warming work. And as it opens 
the pores and expands the lungs, these 
should have the change to be benefitted 
by the pure air. 

More than this, the woman who ex- 
ercises should be lightly clad. It goes 
without saying that she should lay 
aside her corset before she begins. She 
should also be dressed as lightly as 
possible in. other respects. If she is so 
fortunate as to have a room to her- 
self, she should descend almost to 
first principles in the matter of cloth- 
ing, that the air may the more freely 
get at her body.
